Bill Relating to Second Class 


Hail Hatter. 


WASHINGTON, January 5.—The senate 


today passed the house bill abolishing 
he death penalty in a large number of 
cases. The measure is in the line of re- 
cent state lawn abolishing capital pun- 
ishment and applies the same principle 
to federal offenses, although the change 
is not extended to ft total abolition .of 
the death ^onolty.; The present laws, 
which have "come down from colonial 
times, have a sanguinary aspect and 
prescribe death for offenses of vaiioas 
characters. The bill passed today re- 
duces the offenses to five, viz: Treason, 
rape, murder and two offenses applica- 
ble to tbe army and navy. In all other 
offenses bard labor for life ia substituted 
as tbe maximum punishment, and even 
in cases of murder and rape, hard labor 
may be substituted if the jury states in 
its verdict "without capital punish- 
ment." As the bill has passed the house 
after a long crusade, by Representative 
Curtis of New York and is amended but 
slightly bj the senate, it is likely to go 
to the President when the minor dis- 
agreements are arranged in conference. 


During the day Call, Democrat of

prisonment, aud also directing tbe secre- 
tary of state to demand Sanguilly's imme- 
diate release.

LAW. 


Agricultural Schedule Before the 


Committee, 


WASHINGTON, January 5.—The agri- 


cultural schedule of the tariff law, 
which was considered today by tbe ways 
and means committee, inspired state- 
ments from the representatives of a wide 
range of industries. There was a con- 
flict between Meiican cattlemen and 
Congressman Curtis of Kansas over the 
effect of the Wilson rates on cattle and 
beef productions In this country. Rep- 
resentatives of the Pennsylvania and 
Virginia grange asked for duty on agri- 
cultural products. The Massachusetts 
fiahermen and fish dealers and the salt 
importers and NewYork producers bad 
interesting tilU. The southern rice 
growers argued the necessity of higher 
protection, and similar arguments were 
presented by California fruit growers, 
Philadelphia seed men and maccaronl 
makers, while importers of Bermuda 
potatoes and onioui wanted concessions. 
Tomorrow will be devoted to wool.

So trne is this that it 
might almost be said that the nation 
which still holds to private ownership is 
the one that Is engaged in experimenting.
